6. {currently amended) A process for preparing choline ascorbate in 
form of crystals, which comprises reacting ascorbic acid with 
triethylamine and ethylene oxide, and carrying out the reaction 
in a temperature range from -10°C to 40^0. 

7. {currently amended) The process of claim 6, which is carried out in 

a water-miscible organic solvent. 

8. {currently amended) The process of claim 7, wherein the choline 
ascorbate is crystallized in the solvent used for the reaction. 

9. (currently amended) A choline ascorbate in form of crystals obtain- 

able by the process defined according to claim 6.
